NEWS OF THE DAY. 

THE CENTRAL INVESTIGATION. 
SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 31.—[Special.|— 
The adoption by the House of the IIlinois 
Central investigating resolution today and 
the reference of the Senate joint resolution 
to the Finance Committee were sumething of 
a surprise to almost everybody. ‘The indt- 
cations are that the business is by no means 
settled. A motion will probably de made to- 
morrow to reconsider today’s action, to the 
end thatifthereis to be an investigation, 
which nearly every ohe now concedes, it 
shall be made by the two Houses 
jointly. It is claimed that one 


House has no right by a mere reso- 
lution to subject this or afy other 
company to an investigation. to 
followed rhaps by an investigation 
py the other House, and that the com- 
pany can fall back on its dignity and defy 
the threatening investigators of the Lower 
House. Quite a skirmish is anticipated to- 
morrow, and the two impecunious candidates 
for a clerkship on tne Investigating Commit- 
tee are not happy yet. 
APPOINTMENTS.. 

The only new feature in connection with 
the applications for Railroad and Warehouse 
Commissioners is an apparent setback to 
Strattan’s chances, through the indiscretion 
of his friend and law partner, Crews, 
whose position on the investigating question 
has evidently antagonized some of Strattan's 
whilom supporters. Crew’s apology in the 
House this morning is generally regarded as 
an attempt to back water and recover lost 
ground, but ite success is considered doubt- 
ful. Robinson, the present Commissioner 
from Egypt, came in this evening, and was 
evidently well pleased over his coinpetitor's 
apparent setback and what he considers his 
own improving chances. The attendance of 
outsiders, by the way, has visibly increased 
today. The representation on the part of 
appointees and would-be appointees is no- 
ticeably larger. Bird Price and Ben Shaw 
are here looking after their prospects for 
confirmation, which are generallyconceded to 
be good. Ed Taylor, Secretary of the Lin- 
coln Park Board, is still on the ground with 
his eye on the recent appointments to the 
board. The Chester Penitentiary Commis- 
sioners turned up this afternoon, supposedly 
to help push the deficiency bill in behalf of 
that institution. 

THE JURY BILL. 

The bill introduced by Senator Vandeveer 
today to reform the method of selecting 
jurors, which is given in full in the Senate 
proceedings, seems likely to attract con- 
siderable attention. Its author has had 
extended experience in selecting jurors, 
and fully appreciates the evils of the pres- 
ent system. He says that he does not 
know how his bill would work in Cook 
County if if should become a law, but is 
certain that in the outside counties it would 
practically exciude the bummer element 
from service as jurors and prevent juries 
from being set up to acquit criminals, thereby 
taking a long step toward a practical reform 
of present system of criminal practice. 
Senator Vandeveer expresses the opinion 
that if his bill should be enacted intoa law 
the Supervisors would not place bummers or 
irresponsible persons upon the proposed 
jury-list, but would be careful in their selec- 
tion of names that would be open to public 
inspection. The Senator will tomorrow or 
next day introduce a bill to recognize the 
criminal classes by placing them under 
bonds, as is now done in Germany and in 
some of the older countries in Europe.

AMENDING THE JURY LAW. 7 


Senator Vandeveer today introduced a bill to 
amend the act of 1874 concerning jurors so that 


all, at or before the time of its meeting in Sep- 
tember in each year, or at any time thereafter, 


it shall read as follows: 
het l. That the County Board of each county 


when necessary forthe purposes of this act, 
make a list of persons having the qualifications 
of jurors, which list shall contain the names and 
give the places of residence of at least two- 

ths of the legal voters iu each town or preeinct 
in said county, and shall be known as the jury 
list. a certified copy of which shall be 
filed in the office of the Clerk of each court of 
record and of the Sheriff of said county. All 
jurors ip courts of record shall be selec from 
said list. and no person whose name does not 
appear thereon shall be summoned or accepted 
as such juror until said list is 3 t. 
by direction of the court, jurors may sum- 
moned from the body of the county upon the 
exhaustion of said list, or by agreement of par- 
ties, or if the presiding Juage, on inspecuon of 
said list and the hearing of evidence, shall de- 
termine that jurors cannot be obtained from 
said list without unnecessary expense or delay. 

NEW BILLS.

THE HOUSE. 
CREWS’ CORRECTIONS. 

SPRINGFIELD, LiL, Jan. 31.—[Spectal.]—Mr. 
Crews, of Jefferson, got the floor the first thing 
this morning, rising to a question of privilege, 
and denying in the strongest terms that in 
what he said Sesterday he had intended by di- 
rection or indirection to cast any imputation 
whatever upon the Governor, Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor, Speaker Collins, or any one eise. For 
the special benefit of Mr. Mitchell, of McLean, 
Mr. Crews deciared that he had not intended to 
cast any personal reflections upon bis honesty, 
character, or reputation, and formally retracted 
any remarks be might have made wi? refer- 
ence to his connection with the joint resolution 
on the lIilinois Central investigation. The 
apology, as Mr. Crews termed it, was listened to 
with respectful silence, and failed to create 
anything like a sensation. 

HAINES AGAIN, 

The Judiciary Committee unloaded a lot of 
bills, the important ones among which were no- 
ticed In last evening's dispatches. Mr. Haines 
took advantage of an unfavorable report on an 
unimportant bill concern'ng appeais from Jus- 
tices of the Peace to make another fight for the 
reading and printing of killed bills. Morrison 
ano Gregg defended the report, and pertinent iy 
asked what was the use of a committee if its 
work was to be nullified, and if a lot of bilis 
which ought to die were to be printed at great 
and unnecessary expense. The House sat down 
on the gentieman from Lake, but he bad the sat - 
isfaction of hearing the bill read for bis own in- 
formation and in order to enable bim to know 
how to vote. The report of the committee was 
concurred in aud Mr. Haines regretfully sub- 
sided. 

OFFICIAL CRUMBS. 

The Democratic heart was finally lightened by 
a favorable report from the Committee on Con- 
tingent Expenses, allowing the Democrats to 
— the janitor of their own cloak-room. 
The report was concurred in, and the Democracy 
at last secured a sott berth for their Peoria 
“coon.” The same committee recommended 
that the Speaker be authorized to appoint a 
superintendent of ventiladon to regulate the 
supply of hot and cold air of the hall. The 
matter was churned over for an absurd length 
of time, and the whoie business finally buried 
in the Committee on Ketrencbment. 

TO INVESTIGATE OR NOT. 

Mr. Varnell, of Jefferson, called up his Illinois 
Central investigating resolution. Said he under- 
stood the company wanted to be investigated, 
and hoped the resolusion would pass. 

Mr. Gregg, of Baline, offered a substitute for 
the resolumon and all pending amendments, re- 
ferring the resolution to the Committee en Fi- 
nance, with iustructions to obtain from the Gov- 
ernor all information in his possession, and to 
then report to the House befvure taking further 
action. 

The substitute served to provoke another long, 
wearying. and profitiess discussion. and was 
finally voted down. Crafts’ substitute, offered 
yesterday, calling upon the Governor for such 
information as be may have before taking any 
further steps in the matter, met with a similar 
fate. 

Day's amendment was likewise knocked out 
of time, whereupon the question recurred upon 
the adopuon of the resolution, which weat 
through by a vote of 110 yeas to 25 nays. 

The resolution, stripped of its whereases, in- 
structs the Committee on Finance to examine 
into ali charges made or to be made in connec- 
tion with the Illinois Central's alleged knock- 
ing-down”’ inits return of gross earnings, and 
empowers them to send for persons and papers, 
visit its Offices in Chicago, and employ 
any necessary experts and  account- 
ants. the reasonable expenses of the 
investigation to be saddled on the State and 
charged up to the appropriation for contingent 
expenses. After another unseemly racket over 
the dis@#bution of the loaves and fishes the 
House r€ached the Senate joint resolution on 

the Illinois Central investigation, which on mo- 
tion of Mr. Crafts, of Cook, was rather unex- 
pectedly referred to the Committee of Finance.

RAY’S REPORT.

J. K. Stuart, Poset-Ofice 
Inspector—Sin: As you are aware, the magni- 
tude of the extensive fraudulent swindling 
schemes gf the concerns styled Fiemming & Mer- 
riam, R. E. Kendall & Co., Ubaries J. Henri & Co.. 
and Oudworth & C. long been a subject 
of inquiry by me. Th schemes, of men whose 
reputation is in almost every case smirched by 
previous disreptttabie transactions, have reached 
a point which is perfectiy astonishing: The 
receipts ot the firm of Flemiaing & Merriam are 
simply enormous, as Will be seen by reference 
to the statements appended hereto. It is esti- 
mated, I think with approximate correctness, 
that the receipts uf the four voncerns named 
above have had an agyregate average ey for 

hot less than $10,00), in-

cluding what they have received b 
express companies. The firm of Fiemm & 
Merriam have, in the twenty days from Jan. 
Be to Jan. 1883, received through 
the Chicago Poat-Office 775 registered let- 
ters. None of these registered letters 
contaihed less than $10, and very many of them 
contained amounts varying from $100 to $5v0, 
They have in the same time received about 820 
money-orders, syaregating $20,416. It is, of 
course impossible to state accurately the 
amount received by them by the several ex- 
press companies; but, judging from a state- 
ment made by one in position to know some- 
thing of their business, they received last week 
over $10,000 by express. it,is presumed that 
their receipts by express for the twenty days 
were not less than $30,000... Aggregating 
the receipts from these sources it wouid appear 
that they have received ia the neighborhood of 
$50,000 since Jan. I. Io the same period of 
twenty days the firm of KR. E. Kendall & Co. 
have bad cashed about 635 monvey-orders, for the 
sum of $15,567, This latter firm has also re- 
ceived in that time 531 registered letters, none 
containing less than $10, and — 4 from 600 
to 8500. Estimating the business of R. E. Ken- 
dall & Co. at two-thirds that of Flemming 
& Merriam, it would aggregate about $53,000 in 
thirty days. The other two firms, Charles J. 
Henri & Co. and Cudworth & Co., do a semalier 
business, the two probably aggregating about 
$50,000 money received in the same time. Now, 
as to the character of the business done by these 
firms, | append to this report the certificate of 
the Chief Grain lagpector, that none of these 
tirms are known to the State luspection Depart- 
ment “as warehousemen, grain receivers, 
or shippers, nor in any way con-

The pretense in their circulars that they are 
commission merchants is fictitious, except to 
the extent that one of them bas done a little 
commision business and now operates a little 
for some few customers, The principal feature 
of their fraud is this: They pretend to conduct 
what is termed by them a Mutual luvestment 
Club“ or Mutual Operative Fund.“ composed 
ot the money of suckers and “ greenhorns,” 
who buy shares at $10 per share and take the 
chances that the managers use the te 
funds subscribed by the shareholders in specu- 
lating in Krain, stocks, etc. managers, 
every few days or wevks make reports showing 
that they bave lost or made % much money, 
and, if the latter, they return to shareholders a 
pretended protit of so much per ceat. They 
cannot show that tuo bave ever made the 
prots or losses they report by any reputabie 
proof. What money they return as profits is 
solely just what they choose, and they choose to 
returo just what they think will induce the 
sharehoider to invest more largely. in 
sume cases they have, to Small 
investora, returned as profits a fictitious 
showing of a large percentage of the 
investment. The result bag been that such in- 
vestors, mostly from a remote place apd in dis- 
tant States, have been .nduced to invest large

turn, miscalled “ profita,”. to j $200, 
and in many cases within my knowledge as high 
as $1,000 to $1,500. The sole return they can 
ever get is just what the sweet will of the fol- 
lows who run the concern are disposed to sepd 
them. That they are scoundrels and 
dukt to be in the penitentiary 
may be judged by the antecedents 
of some of them. John Flemming, of Flemming 
& Merriam, was a partner in Detroit ot McKin- 
ney. McKinney is no serving a term in the 
Michigan State Prison for “fencing” stolen 
oods. Flemming himself was arrested in De- 
troit for fraua, and exposed by the Michigan 
Farmer. The notorious Benjamin Buckwaiter, 
of New York, vow a fugitive from justice, is 
understood to have beer a moving spirit in the 
organizing of the swindies in Chicago. Frank 
8. Waters and Dan Loring, of Chicago, have 
some connection, either open or secret, with 
Fiemming & Merriam and R. E. Kendall & Co. 
Waters is a brother-in-law of Kendall. Waters 
and Loring were in the Fireside rriend lottery 
swindle and newspaper fraud a few years ago 
and both have run as closely to the limits o 
criminal interference as they dared, and are 
known as suspicious and crooked men in minor 
transactions heretofore.-fThe manager of Brad- 
street’s Commercial Agency. Mr. Turnbull, who 
has a better know! of the standing and rep- 
utation of men of Wasiness in Chicago, has per- 
emptorily refused to allow either of the 
firms named to become subscribers to 
the agency, and denominates them 
frauds and  swindlers of the worst 
sort. The Hon. Harvey D. Colvin, ex- Mayor of 
Chicago, now Manager of the United States Ex- 
press Company, assures me ot bis willingness 
and desire to break up these monstrous schemes, 
and promises to act simultaneously with the 
Post-Office Department io refusing to deliver 
any remittances to them. Mr. Seaton, Manager 
of the American Express Company in this city, 
will do the same thing, and says he bas no doubt 
of the disreputable and unlawful character of 
the scheme. Ex-Gov. Shuman, editor of the 
Chicago Journal, the Hon. W. P. Nixon, 
manager of the Chicago Inter-OUcean, the 
manager of § the Western Rural, and 
others present certificates to which 1 
invite respectful attention, stating that these 
scoundrels print and scatter broadcast their 
circulars and advertisements, which purport to 
pe copies of editorial indorsements from rep- 
utable newspapers, of their frauds.

Several lawyers, among them Leonard 
Swett and A. 8. Trude, dropped into the 
office of Chief Inspector Stewart yesterday 
morning to get some advice. They wanted 
to know how to goto work to recover the 
money withheld by order of the Postmaster- 
General from Flemming, Merriam & Co. and 
the other manipulators’ of fund and club 
speculations in cereals, provisions, and 
stocks. Inspector Ray, who worked up the 
case against these parties, was unable to give 
them any comfort. The registered letters 
and money-orders had been seized because 
the firms were believed to be swindlers,’ and, 
under the law, Postmaster Palmer would 
stamp “fraudulent” on the envelopes, and 
send the money back to the “suckers” in 
the country. The lawyers would have to go 
to the Postmaster-Genera! for satisfaction. If 
they wanted to fight, the department would 
meet them both on the question of fraud and 
the character of their clients.

The action of the Postmaster-General was 
based on this section of the United States 
statutes: 

The Postinaster-General may upon evidence 
satisfactory to him that any person is eng 
in conducting any fraudulent lottery, gift en- 
terprise, ur scheme for the distribution of money 
or ot any real or nal property b . 
chance. or drawing of any kind, or in cond 
ing any other scheme or device for obtaining 
money through the mails by m of false or 
fraudulent pretenses, representations, or prom- 
Ilses. instruct tne Postmaster at any post-office 
at which registered letters [another provision 
to the same effect relates to money 
orders] should be directed to any 
such person to return all such registered letters 
lor money orders] to the Postmaster at the post- 
office at which they were originally malled, with 
tne word » fraudulent plainly written or 
stamped upon the outside of such letters for 
money orders]. and ail such letters [or money 
orders] so returned to such Postmaster shall be 
by him returoed to the writers lor senders) 
thereof, under such reguiations as the Post- 
master-General may prescribe. But nothing 
contained in this title shail be so construed as 
to authorize any Postmaster or other person to 
open any letter not addressed to himseeif. 

The express companies cannot refuse to 
deliver the mouey sent through them, so the 
operations of the firms cannot be wholly 
stopped. All the fools whose money is on 
the way to them through the mails are pro- 
tected, but such is not the case with those 
who sent greenbacks or drafts by express, 
and, now that the fis is up, they will have 
to get their profit out of experience. The 
intention of at least one firm is indicated by 
what occurred yesterday, when a young man 
of 21 called at the Chief Inspector S office.

HELD TO BAIL, 
SLUGGERS BOUND TO KEEP THE PEACE. 
New York, Jan. 31.— [Special. Mace and 
Slade, with their bondsman, Harry Hill, ap- 
peared at thé Jefferson Market Police Court 
today, and Justice Gardner heard their case 
in one of the small examination rooms, In- 
spector Thorne testified that he knew what 
a prize fight was. Although not an author- 
ity in such matters, he had learned the art 
of self-defense in Dr. Crosby’s drug-store, in 
Grand street, twenty-five years ago, and had 
had set-tos there with Tom Seymour and 
“Dave” Howell.

NARROW ESCAPE, 
A HEAVY FIRE PREVENTED. 

New York, Jan. 21.—[Special.|)—What 
threatened to prove a serious conflagration 
in the very heart of the dry-goods district 
broke out this afternoon at 3 o™ock in the 
Moffatt Building, on the northwestern cor- 
ner of Broadway and Worth street. The 
main building has an entrance at No. 335 
Broadway, and from this an “ ell” extending 
eighty feet back from Worth street is num- 
bered 87 and 89 Worth street. The fire 
started on the third floor ina closet which 
was used for the storage of waste paper. 
The building was a mass of offices. 
and about 200 people were in it 
at the time when the fire was discovered. 
The employés of the Alerchants’ Dispatch 
Transportation Company, about forty of 
whom were in the offices,which occupied the 
entire third floor of the ell, rusbed through 
the building alarming the inmates, and all 
escaped before the flimsy wooden staircases 
had become impassable. Thomas Keese and 
J. E. Wiley, two of the employés of the 
transportation company, after escaping from 
the building, remembered that the salaries of 
the clerks were in the cashier’s desk, 
and they forced their way back throngh the 
smoke and succeeded in securing about $3,300 
which they brought safely out of the build- 
ing. The excitement in the dry-goods dis- 
trict was intense. ‘The firemen succeded in 
confining the flames above the floor on which 
they had originated, but the three upper 
stories of the ell, which was six stories high, 
were burned out and everything in them was 
destroyed. ‘Lhe fire was under control at 8 
o’elock. Mr. Lett, the Superintendent of the 
Moffatt Building, estimated the to the 
structure at $15,000, which is fully covered 
by insurance. 

VALUABLE PAPERS DESTROYED. 

The Merchants’ Dispatch Transportation 
Company is the greatest sufferer. In the 
Auditor’s and accounting offices of the com- 
pany all the papers and vouchers which were 
on file have been destroyed. Among them 
were the line vouchers for money to col- 
lected from the different lines of railroads 
over which the company carried its freight, 
and these represented from $40,000 to $50,000, 
It is probable that some of them can be du- 
plicated, but it will have to be done at the 
cost of much time and labor. An officer of 
the company said that outside the vouchers 
the loss would probably amount to some- 
thing like $10,000, and there was very little if 
any insurance. 

A large number of persons occupying of- 
fices on the lower floors of the ell and in the 
main building suffered much loss by water. 
At No. 87 Worth street Nelson Brothers & 
Co., dealers in cottons and woolens, estimate 
their loss by water at. $4,000; S. Bachman, 
shawls and cloakings valued at $150,000, 
piaces his damage at about $10,000; the Con- 
estoga Print Works loses $500; the Dry-Goods 
Commercial Agency of Wood & Co, about 
$1,000; L. Dreyfuss & Co., of 89 Worth street, 
loss about $2,000 on a $10,000 stock of prints; 
W. J. Dickey & Sons about $200 on linens 
and plaids; and T. P. West and S. W. Paul, 
agents of the American Mills, about $6,000 
on a $90,000 stock. ‘The other losses from 
damage by water, so far as they could be as- 
certain were as follows: Loomis 

White & Co., bankers, $1,000; L. C. Wana- 
macher, commission-merchant, $1,000; Will- 
jam Barr & Co., of St. Louis, dry goods, 
81,000; D. W. Horton, commission-merchant, 
8500; toffee & Randle, brokers, about 8500.

WITHDRAWAL OF A BANK PRESIDENT. 
New York, Jan. 31.— [Special. -Audrew

Mr. Stout is 
70 years old, and is suffering from nervous 
prostration caused by overwork. In October 
last he went to Europe, hoping to regain his 
health.

ASSETS OF AN OLD COMPANY AT AUCTION. 

New York, Jan. 31.—[{Special.]—An auc- 
tion sade took place today in the exchange 
salesrooms to close up the affairs of the 
once famous Amerivsan Land Company. 
This company, which was never incorpo- 
rated, was an organization whose purpose 
was land speculation on a large scale. It 
was formed in 1835 by a number of men from 
various parts of the country. The plan orig- 
inated with Charles Butler, of this city, who 
was made President of the concern. Lands 
were purchased in nearly every State in the 
Union, and it was resolved to hold them for 
* years. Trustees were then appointed to 

nd up the affairs of the organization. The 
lands in the Northern States and a portion of 
those inthe Southern States were sold, and 
matters were going forward in a satisfactory 
manner when the Rebellion broke out and 
put a summary stop to the proceedings. 
After the War another attempt was made to 
settle up the company’s affairs, but ygllow- 
fever and floods interfered. Finally the 
trustees found themselves with a quantity of 
troublesome assets, and it was determined to 
sell them at auction as the shortest 
way of closing the trust. The as- 
sets consisted of lands in Mississippi 
and Arkansas, lots in the town of New 


‘Helena, Arkansas, a number of bills receiv- 


able in the two States, considered good, and 
a number considered worthless. Squatters 
hag set up an adverse claim to some of the 
lands, and the trustees had been endeavoring 
to collect some of the bills for years without 
result. 

A HEAVY BUYER. 

At the sale today Cyrus Bussey, of New 
Orleans, was the heaviest buyer. He pur- 
chased about 2,000 acres of land in Mississippi, 
taxes paid and title considered good, at 
prices ranging from two cents to 
eleven cents per acre. He also pur- 
chased nine notes for sums ranging 
from $70 to $320, made in Arkansas in 1851, 
1850, and 1858, for $230. A number of notes 
made in Mississippi from 1860 to 1872 were 
sold on the basis of a percentage of the 
amount due on Jan. 1 of the present year. 
including the interest. They brought from 
19 to 22 per cent. A lot of notes in Missis- 
sippi dating from 1546 to 1860, many of which 
were destroyed during the Rebellion, of 
which the makers had died, leaving insolvent 
estates, and which were considered worth- 
less, were sold in one lot for $5. The lots in 
New Helena brought from $10 to $21 each. 
Besides Mr. Bussey. who bought the majority 
of the claims, W. H. Weeks, A. T. Gaul, A. 
Lloyd, W. M. Hoes, A. B. Cabot, and Thomas 
D. Mason were buyers.

West of Fargo trains 
moved on fair time. 

All through Montana the weather was 
mild so faras indicated by the mercury above 
zero, Billings reporting 12 above, and Miles 
City at zero, and calm along the entire liné, 
The snow difficulties seemed to be between 
Sauk Centre and St. Faul.

As is well known, Kansas is 
peculiarly an agricultural and  stock- 
raising State; her manufacturing 
interests are not large, and her leading 
products are such as are not directly affected 
by the tariff law, except so far as the tariff 


indirectly affects the matter of transporta-. 


tion, which now constitutes the greatest 
problem with which the people have to deal, 
Of late years it has apparently been a ques- 
tion of small concern how much the farmer 
raises, or of what quality, inasmuch as the 
cost of transportation so neariy equals the 
market price in the East as to leave a very 
small margin of profit. if a reduction in the 
rates of tariff could be made in such a way 
as to compel a reduction of transportation 
charges between field and mart, the farmers 
of the West would hail it as the most encour- 
aging sign of the times. ö 

Unless something can be done, by amend- 
ing the tariff or otherwise, that will reduce 
the cost of constructing and operating trans- 
porgation lines, and thereby give the farmers 
the benefit of a lower schedule of freight for 
their products, the business of grain-raising 
will eventually be pursued upon a much 
more iimited scale than heretofore and the 
growth and development of tle new West 
seriously retarded. 

_ GRAIN-RAISING UNPROFITABLE. 

Your correspondent has endeavored to 
ascertain from members of the Legislature 
who represent farming constituencies the 
feeling and sentiment of the people 
throughout the State touching this point, 
and the general expression is that the raising 
of corn and wheat has ceased to be profitabie 
in comparison with other branches of indus- 
try, and the farmers are from year to 
year diversifying their work and devyot- 
ing more attention to root-growing and 
stock-raising, reserving and cultivating only 
a sufficient amount of land for feeding and 
home purposes. This is weil illustrated iy 
the rapid growth of the wool interest, which 
has now assumed remarkable proportions. 
The latest estimate places the number of 
sheep in the State at 3,000,000, and represents 
an increase of 1,000,000 for the past year, 
with every ingication that the rate of in- 
crease will be larger for the coming year. 

FREE LUMBER WANTED. 

The farmers and stock-men more than any 
other class of people feel the burden imposed 
by a high tariff upon the various articles 
which they are obliged to purchase yearly 
in the proper management of their farms 
and fields. The item of lumber alone is 
one of vast concern in a farming country 
that may be said to be just opening to settle- 
ment and development. Hence, turougho ut 
Kansas at least, there is a universal senti- 
ment of favor With the provision adopted by 
the Senate at the suggestion of Senator In- 
galls putting on the free list sawed 
planks or deals of whatever wood, timber in 
general squared or sided, lath, shingles, and 
pine and spruce clapboards. The existing 
duty on these articles is not very heavy, 
varying from 12 to 22 per cent, but its re- 
moval is a small measure of relief in the 
right direction. 

BARBED WIRE. 

Another important item is that embraced 
in the manufacture of barbed wire, now 
coming into such general use in the West, 
where it is fast the place 
of hedge and wood fences. Wood is 
too costly, and experience has shown that 
the varieties of hedge adapted to this State 
are of slow growth, injurious to the soil, 
and a constant source of expense and annoy- 
ance. he disposition is to adopt the wire 
fence, and the feeling is general that thé ma- 
terial ought to be cheapened. A liberal re- 
duction of the duty on this class of iron 
would be of great benefit to the farmers of 
the West in the enlargement and improve- 
ment of their property. 

NO BENEFIT IN A PROTECTIVE TARIFF. 

The average Kansas farmer, with his dis- 
tinctively materia! head, is convinced that a 
protective tariff affords him no benefit upon 
the ordinary products of the farm; he can

tion. In return for his labor he is obl ged to 
pay an excessive duty upon most of the co 
modities which he purchases, so that to him 
there is no reciprocity about the tariff. With 
the wool-grower it is different. He is not 
only in favor of the present duty on wool, 
but would be glad to see it increased. In 
this view he is probably not more selfish 
than the representative of any other particu- 
lar industry. Generally s ing the people 
of Kansas are divided into three classes with 
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4 of public opinion, Inserted in it. The 


vote by which this action was taken 
was an emphatic one—108 fo 57’—and 
gives assurance that the quinine fobbers have 
been thoroughly beaten. The people, and 
especially those of the West, are to be con-« 
gratulated that this intambus blood-tax is 
not to be forced upon them under the pretense 
of a revision of the tariff. No more scandalous 
and extortionate tribute was ever ievied 
upon a nation for the benefit of a few indi- 
viduals than the tax on quinine. It took 
years to remove it, and the legislation which 
placed this most useful and essential drag 
upon the free list should be left untouched 
not only by the present Congress but by all 
which shall succeed it.

A TIMELY TRUTH UTTERED IN CONGRESS 

Amidst ali the ignorance and misstate- 
ment, corrupt misrepresentation, and hired 
advocacy that has characterized the long de- 
bate upon the tariff, one Congressman at 
last has uttered a palpable truth, long known 
by the people but not appfeciated in Wash- 
ington. In fact, he hit the nail so squerely 
on the head and so hard that the sparks flew 
in every direction. To Mr. Anderson of 
Kansas is due the credit and the courage of 
uttering this most unpalatable truth. Our 
dispatches say:; Anderson of Kansas, wh 
had been voting with the Democrats all day, 
got the floor and made a violent free-trade 
speech, in the course of which he warned his 
party associates that the atmosphere of this 
Capitol, ‘redolent with your lobby,’ ought 
not to be mistaken for the free, pure atmos- 
phere breathed by the American people.”’ 

This is a great truth told in afew Words, 
and one of universal application. It is not 
limited to any one party, nor does it grow 


‘out of any one question, however important 


it may be. It is applicable to both parties. 
It is true of every question brought up for 
discussion. It is the reproach of the whole 
Congress. It is the centralized curse of the 
whole country. It contaminates every Con- 
gressman and vitiates eyery issue. Assem- 
bled together in Washington, a purely polit- 
ical centre, hemmed in on all sides with a 
cordon of lobbyists gepresenting every form 
of private corruption and public robbery, 
surrounded with crowds of claim-agents, 
political adventurers, blackmailers. and 
Treasury-raiders, and living in the midst of 
a parasitical population, which, having no 
trade or commerce, or even distinctive exist- 
ence of its own, subsists upon the patronage 
and the pickings and stealings of Govern- 
ment, all contact with the people is cut 
off, and not a breath of the healthy 
breezes of popular opinion can force 
its way through the heavy and cor- 
rupt “redolence of the lobby.“ They live 
in the midst of a mutual admiration society. 
They admire each other. They are coddled 
by the parasites about them. They are ap- 
plauded by the lobby. They live upon the 
population of Washington, and that popula- 
tion lives upon them, and there never can be 
any change so long as the Capital of the 
country is located in a city which is as far 
away from the great energies and enterprises 
of the people and from the great currents of 
popular opinion and progress as if it were in 
Patagonia or Greenland. Amid such en- 
vironments and under such pressure, ‘re- 
garded asa privileged class, patronized by 
the agents of huge monopolies and lauded 
by the lesser ones, cut off from the real sen- 
timents of the people by a barrier more pro- 
hibitive than any tariff, it is no wonder that 
the record of Congress is a record of errors 
and of pandering to tax-stealers. It is no 
wonder that these mistakes are not discov- 
ered until the victims come home to face out- 
raged constituents and find that they have no 
further call for their services. Mr. Ander- 
son uttered a great truth, as we have said. If 
others had the courage to follow his ex- 
ample itis possible there might be an effort 
to ascertain the opinions of the people, but 
so long as the Capital remains where it is 
there is little hope that they would ever be 
ascertained. 
ABSENT WITNESSES IN CRIMINAL CASES. 
The Judiciary Committee of the Lilinois 
Legislature is apparently disposed to give 
favorable consideration to the proposed 
changes in the criminal code which are 
designed o secure prompt trial of ar- 
rested criminals. One of e most im- 
portant of these is the suggestion that the 
State’s-Attorney shall be authorized to ad- 
mit the alleged testimony of an alleged 
absent witness on behalf of the criminal as 
set forth in the defendant’s affidavit asking 
for acontinuance, with the privilege on the 
part of the State to impeach such alleged 
testimony or controvert the statements intro- 
duced. The Chairman and some of the com- 
mittee fear that such an amendment of the 
criminal law will be held to be unconstitu- 
tional because of the following paragraph in 
the bill of rights: 


In all Criminal prosecutions the accused shall 
have the right to appear and defend in person 
and by counsel; to demand the nature and cause 
of the accusation, and to have a copy thereof; 
to meet the witnesses face to face, and to have 
process to compel the attendance of witnesses 
on his behalf, and a speedy public trial by an 
impartial jury of the county or district in which 
the offense is alleged to have been committed. 


Itis a growing tendency in the courts to 
construe constitutional phrases according 
to the evident intention thereof, rather than 
the literal expression when the latter is in 
conflict with the intention. For this reason 


the Judiciary Committee may safely recom- 


mend the proposed amendment to the crim- 
nal code which is directed against the fre- 
quency of continuances on the warrant of 
perjured affidavits. Ali guilty persons fight 
for indefinit procrastination. | 

It is perfectly clear that the section of the 
Constitution quoted above was intended to 
protect the accused from the introduction of 
testimeny against him by deposition. It 
was the practice for centuries in despotic 
countries to take evidence behind the back of 
the accused, and to refuse him the privilege 
of confronting the witness. Later it was the 
practice to introduce evidence against the ac- 
cused by deposition, and deny to him and 
hfs counsel the important privilege of cross- 
@éxamination. It was the obvious purpose of 
the bill of rights to guard accused persons in 
thick State from any such unfair treatment, 
and it is not proposed in any quarter to dis- 
turb the protection thus guaranteed to per- 
sons arraigned for trial on a _ criminal 
charge. But it would be a manifest distor- 
tion of the meaning of the Constitution to 
contend that the above section should ex- 
clude evidence in dehalf of the accused 
when it is impossible to secure the witness 
in person and when the State is willing to 
admit such evidence, 

If it shall be provided that the testimony 
of an absent witness on the side of the de- 
tense may be admitted by the State’s-Attor- 
ney, the accused will gain a great advantage 
in every case where the statements set forth 
in his affidavit shall be true,or where they can- 
not be completely refuted. In tliis manner 
he will be able to get this evidence of his al- 
leged witness before the jury without sub- 
jJecting his witness to the destructive ordeal 
of cross-examination, and in many cases will 
be thus empowered to get in evidence on his 
behalf which might be excluded altogether 
whenever it should be impossible to secure 
the personal attendance of the absent wit- 
ness. There certainly no injustice to 
accused persons in giving them additional 
opportunities to prove their innocence. And 


witness would swear go is true. In 
where such affidavits are false, it evi- 
dently not the purpose of the framers of the 
Constitution to enable criminals by perjury 
to prevent the speedy trial which is pro- 
vided for in the very sanie section. Only 
guilty men are opposed to speedy trial. 

We think the day has come when the Su- 
preme Court of this State may be trusted to 
construe the Constitution according to its 
evident meaning, especially if the criminal 
gains rather than loses thereby. In this case 
the Judiciary Committee need apprehend no 
trouble from a law which shall authorize the 
State’s-Attorney to admit the evidence of an 
absent witness on behalf of the accused, be- 
eause it is the palpable intent of the Consti- 
tution, in providing that the accused shall 
haye the right “to meet witnesses face to 
fac “ that evidence shall not be introduced 
against the accused without giving the lat- 
ter the privilege of confronting and cross-ex- 
am the witnesses for the prosecution. 
Evidence in behalf of the aceuséd which the 
prosecution is willing to admit in the absence 
of the witness ts certainly not an infringe- 
ment upon the protection which it was the 
intention of the framers of the Constitution 
to give to accused persons, as it will se- 
cure to the criminal the advantage of getting 
stronger testimony before the jury than the 
witness if present would have given and at 
the same time escape a eross- examination 
that might seriously damage or totally de- 
stroy the value of the testimony to the de- 
fense. 
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RISE IN THE PRICE OF LUMBER ON 
FARMERS AND BUILDERS. 

In the debate in the Senate on the lumber 
tax the following passage occurred between 
Conger and Van Wyck: ‘ 

Mr. Conger—By competition in this country 
luanber is reduced and has been for fifteen years 
to the lowest possible limits, and today the Sena- 
tor’s constituents in Ncb a get their lumber 
cheaper than they ever did before in this world. 
I know it: the records of the sales will show it. 

Mr. Van Wyck—The Senator will allow me to 
speak for Nebraska, and 1 say there is notht 
of that kind; there is no pretense of anything o 
that kind. Lumber has continually increased 
- in Nebraska for the last five years, until today 
it is higher in that market than it has been at 
any time during the last five years. I say that 
without fear of contradicuon: and I say to my 
friend that there is not the least foundation ior 
the assertion he maxes. The markets in this 
country will show that lumber bas been steadily 
increasing in value, and if you do not puta 
tariff on Canadian lumber to iocrease and kee 
up the price of American lumber the price Will 
go down. 

Like the regular ran of protectionists, 
Senator Conger manufactures his statistics 
and facts as he needs them. We have taken 
the pains to procure the market reports as to 
the prices of lumber, and fir, as was to 
have been expected, that Senator Conger’s 
statements about lower prices were entirely 
unfonnded. They had no other basis what- 
ever than the necessities of his argument 
and the readiness of his inmgination. We 
showed in our issue of yesterday, by the 
Chicago cargo quotations, that there had been 
an advance of 65 to W per cent in the prices 
of green lumber, lath, and shingles since 
i878. There has been an equal increase in 
the. cost of dry piled lumber. The figures 
to show this, as follows, are taken from the 
records of the sales in the Chicago yards, 
to which Senator Conger appealed:

Not satisfied with this exaction of 65 to 95 
per cent, these lumber Senators are now try- 
ing to secure the imposlition of a tax which, 
if it is collected, will add 88 to 840 an acre to 
the value of the immense tracts of Michigan 
and Wisconsin lands which their clients have 
bought up. 

Senator Van Wyck, of Nebraska, and the 
Republican Senators who voted with him in 
putting lumberon the free list, showed all 
the qualities of statesmanship. Ever since 
that vote the lumber ring havebeen lobbying 
and intriguing to make a combination that 
would restore the tax. A private dispatch 
from Washington yesterday states that they 
boast that they have succeeded, and that the 
requisit number of Senators will change their 
votes from free lumber to taxed lumber. 
We do not believe it. It is impossible that 
lumber can be put back upon the tax dist 
after the full exposition that has been made 
of the injurious effects of the tax on the 
forests of the country and the cost of living 
in the West. On the contrary, itis to be ex- 
pected that the Senators from Lllinois, Iowa, 
Kansas, Minnesota, Nebraska, and Colorado 
will vote as a unit against the tax regardless 
of party. It will be a sorry day for any 
prairie statesman when he votes to give a 
few millionaire lumber barons a tribute tax 
on every house, barn, and fence in the tree- 
less States. To vote for a tax on lumber is 
to vote for the perpetuation of « corner in 


trees. 
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OPERA MAD. 

Cincinnati has gone mad on opera. Itis 
having a season of opera by the Mapleson 
troupe, and calls it a festival. The papers 

evote whole columns to the performances, 
One day’s issue of the News of Cincinnati is 
a fair sample pf the craze. It devotes an en- 
tire page to the opening performance of 
“Traviata.” First, Donn Piatt takes a col- 
umn to give his impressions. They are 
mainly confined to the audience, which he 
says has that play of intellectand beauty 
which flashes and sparkles in keeping with 
the gay dressing of the best dressed people in 
the world.” This is modest, to say the least. 
Then follows a description of the scenes 
outside the building, as the audience is ar- 
riving, showing how the “ best-dressed ped- 
ple in the world” affect their townspeople. 
Thé reporter says: Long rows of girls and 
half-growi women in worsted hoods stood 
jammed up together, and as the rustling 
silks and satins flashed by, and some pe- 
cullarly gayly-dressed dame passed on, a 
long-drawn ‘Oh!’ ran along the line, and 
such expressions as ‘Oh, aln't that 
pretty!’ What a bonnet!’ Such a 
dress!’ burst involuntarily forth.” Next, Mr. 
George EK. Whiting, who officiates at the 
Music- Hall organ, tells what he thinks in an- 
other column. The most remarkable feature 
of his impressions is a faint attempt to make 
it appear that Nicolini can sing. Mr. Whit- 
ing, in propria persona, is an advocate of 
the classics. Under college inspiration, how- 
ever, and as an adherent of the festival ex 
Moto, he feels it his duty to say all he can 
for the opera and the performance. Before

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A RBRUN-A-MUCK AT THE MONOPOLIES. 

Gov. Pattison, the new Democratic Gov- 
ernor of Pennsylvania, and the ex-attor- 
ney of the Standard Oil Company, now 
Attorney-General of the State, Mr. Cas- 
sidy, are preparing, according to a Philadel- 
phia dispatch, for a grand raid on the monop- 
olies of that State. The appointment of a 
lobbyist, railroad attorney, Standard-Oll tool, 
and habitual criminal in politics to be the 
reform Attorney-General has been received 
all over the State and the rest of the country 
with such anger and derision that Pattison 
and Cassidy have no resource left to save 
themselves and their party but to raise the 
flag of a holy war against the monopolies. 

According to the program, a special mes- 
sage is to be sent to the Legislature calling 
the attention of that body to the general 
cussedness of the railroad, telegraph, and 
other corporations in the State, and recom- 
mending that the Democrats in the Legis- 
lature immediately pass laws to compel all 
these wicked persons to be good for ever 
and ever. 

This program shows all the fresh enthusi- 
asm of youth which is one of Gov. Pattison’s 
most engaging characteristics. In Cassidy,

The 
Standard Oil Company, which buys, sells, 
refines, and exports almost all the petroleum 
produced in Pennsylvania, refuses to pay 
more than a nominal amount of taxes to the 
State from which it has received the grants 
and charters by which it is enabled to operate.

The outgoing Attorney-General, Mr. Palmer, 
has left asuijtin the courts to compel the 
payment of this immense sum. The Stana- 
arél’s charter authorizes it to deal in oil,” 
and if it dealt in oil it would be taxable. 
Hence it ingeniously argues that to buy five- 
sixths of the petroleum yield of the country 
—to transport it in its own pipe lines to its 
own refineries, to refine it and ship it in fits 
own cars to a market the fluctuations of which 
it controls as a cat controls a mouse—that 
all this is not dealing in oil. Very likely this 
sublime piece of logic is the creation of Mr. 
Cassidy’s own mind when he was the Stand- 
ard’s counsel. Only the man who could 
bufld so high can build higher. It is provi- 
dential that Attorney-General Cassidy is on 
hand to demolish the arguments of Attorney 
Cassidy. 

The other great mineral product of Penn- 
sylvania—coai—is also controlled by a mo- 
nopoly combination. It js notorious that this 
combination makes the grossest discrimina- 
tions in its charges for carrying coal. It has 
almost completed the confiscation of the 
property of the coal-mine owners who did 
not join it. The Constitution of Pennsyl- 
vania expressly declares that all persons in 
the State shal! have equal rights in transpor- 
tation, but these rights are openly ahd de- 
fiantly violated every day by the coal roads. 

lf the eloquence and glitter of the young 
Governor and his old-in-iniquity Attorney- 
General prove to be the prelude to a success- 
ful attempt to make the Standard pay its 
taxes and to compel the coal roads to observe 
their common-law and constitutional obliga- 
tions as common carriers, their party will 
have reason to be proud of them, and their 
brilliant achievements will often be referred 
to with pride on the Democratic stump in 
1884.

Tue tariff debate and the votes on motion 
to protect this and unprotect that have a 
comical as well as serious side. The Senate 
refused to agree to the motion of the Vir- 
ginia Senator to impose a 82 tax per ton on ore 
for the benefit of Virginia arid other Southern 
States, and, under the lead of the New En- 
gland manufacturers of cotton machinery, 
the South bas been denied any relief from 
the serious burden imposed for their profit 
on its cotton fuctories. Its great product, 
cotton, must be sold for what it will bring in 
the competitive markets of the world, but 
everything that is purchased by the South is 
artificially enhanced in price so that the 
Northern manufacturer may not have to suf- 
fer from foreign competition, 

Senator Hoar took the lead in the debate 
to prevent the adoption ot the amendments 
proposed by the Southern Senators to admit 
cotton machinery at a lower tax than the op- 
pressive one now levied. Ile conveniently 
forgot the New England doctrine which has 
been so urgentiy pressed to secure his sec- 
tion an advantage in the revision of the tariff 
—that manufacturers should have their ma- 
terials at the lowest rate possible. That is an 
excellent principle until it is to be applied to 
allow the South to have cotton machinery 
cheaper at a possibie reduction of the profits 
of the Massachusetts gand Rhode Island 
manufacturers. 

Senator Hoar has been fond in past years 
of talking about the plantation manners 
of the South. What to call his behavior we 
hardly know. It would be an unde®erved 
insult to a large part of his hard-working 
and kind-hearted constituency to say that 
his were factory manners. He had the 
felicity to send Senator Edmunds in tears 
out of the Senate Chamber by an allusion 
the other day that was at least brutally care- 
less. He met the arguments of theSouthern 
Senators on Tuesday for an alleviation of 
the sectional), unconstitutional, oppressive, 
and class tax on cotton machinery by the 
sneering and insulting remark that what the 
South needed to make her manufactures 
more successful was not capital but intelli- 
gence, free schools, free speech, and a free 
press. ‘This skillful thrust from the tongue 
that had covgred Senator Edmunds’ face 
with tears brought a hot flush to the cheeks 
of the Southern Senators. 

The ,other Massachusetts Senator, Mr. 
Dawes, with equal command of logic, met 
Senator Beck’s arguments for lower taxes by 
charging that he was working in the interest 
of the foreign manufacturers and importers 
—the Senatorial way of saying that he had 
been bought up by British gold. When the 
Kentucky Senator defended himself by read- 
ing a letter out of many he had received, 
showing that New England operatives were 
bidding him gotlspeed as a more faithful 
representative of their interests than their 
own Senators, Senator Hawley, a graduate 
in the same schoo! of logic and manners as 
Dawes and Lioar, burst upon him as being 
the purveyor of “anonymous blackguard- 
ism.” 

This is the way in which the successors of 
Sumner and Webster meet the complaints of 
the Southern men that the labor of the South 
is being compelled against its will to toil for 
the enrichment of Northern manufacturers, 
and that the revenue power of the Govern- 
ment is being used for the benefit of indl- 
viduals and classes. Hoar, and Dawes, and 
Hawley have made a very fair beginning in 
the role of bulldozers, They have abandoned 
argument for vituperation. On this down 
grade there is but one step from abuse to 
biows. Between thwacking a man with your 
tongue and smiting him with your arm there 
is no great moral difference, as Mr. Hoar can 
easily see. If the Southern Senators keep 
up their mudsill agitation about the enslave- 
ment of their labor by the Northern oligarchy 
of manufactufers, Mr. Hoar will probably go 
for them with his cane.

SrArE- SENATOR ADAMS need not appre- 
hend that anybody will suspect him of.act- 
ing in the interest of the street-car compa- 
nies of Chicago (as one of the organs of the 
elevate@railroad construction company 
has insinuated) because he is urging the 
adoption of a bill requiring the consent of 
the property-owners to the occupation of the 
streets for that purpose. The bil®proposed 
by Mr. Adams merely strengthens the pres- 
ent law and removes it from the possibility 
of controversy as to elevated roads. The

The 
bill Mr. Adams has introduced@rotects citi- 
zens and their property from the combina- 
tion of capital and city legislation for fur- 
ther encroachment on private and public 
rights, and its adoption will find unanimous 
approval outside the clique whose intrigues 
it may defeat. ; : 

Ir is an urgent duty of the Legislature to 
overhaul the criminal laws at once in such 
manner as to reach the swindling concerns in 
this city which are plundering the country 
people of thousands of dollars a month under 
the pretense of making “ codperative,” or 
“mutual,” or “pool” investments on the 
Board of Trade. The enormity of this kind 
of swindle has grown beyond the lottery, or 
policy-shop, or gambling-den, or confidence 
game. It has become so notoripus that even 
the United States Government has interfered 
to prevent the use of the mails for the trans- 
mission of checks, drafts, and money-orders. 
And yet the State of ILiinois has not taken a 
single step to suppress the fra or punish 
the rascals. The country press séems to have 
been subsidized by advertisements, tor it has 
no word of warning to the farmers, mer- 
chants, clerks, and women throughout the 
State who have been robbed. These scoun- 
drels make no igvestments on the Board of 
Trade or anywhere else; they merely pocket 
all the money sent to them by their victims. 
Their business is plain robbery, and it is a 
disgrace to the State of Illinois that there is 
not a summary means for breaking up 
nefarious business and punishing those e 
gaged in it just as other thieves are pun- 
ished.

Would free trade 
which would open our markets to all sorts ot 
cow petition, stimulate the iron and steel trade 
to such an extent that Joliet and all the other 
manufacturing towas in the State would feel the 
impetus and start up their works? Are the iron- 
mills of lilinols suffering from too much pro- 
tection”? and is the stagnation only to be re- 
moved by less protection miore 
“healthy’’ competition? The truth is, the iron 
and steel men all over the country are afraid 
that the clamor of the free-traders will frighten 
Congress into making such tariff reductions on 
the articies that they are engaged in manufact- 
uring that they will be compelled to suspend 
operations. The bright prospects of a lower 
taritf ought to infuse new life and activity into 
every branch of industry if tha theory of the 
“ revenue-reformers”’ is the correct one for this 


couuttꝭ to adopt.—Chicago Evening Journal, 

The Journal dodges the question, which is not 
“What will bappen if the tariff shall be re- 
duced?” but “What has happened under the 
present oppressive system of tariff robbery?” 
How do the American workmen now eujoy the 
com parisons which were wont to be thrust upon 
them between their happy lot and that of “ the 
pauper laborers of Europe”? Has the high- 
tariff tax of 100 per cent on steel rails really 
kept the wolf from the door in Joliet? Has it 
given the workmen there steady employment at 
remunerative wages? Has it abolished the poor- 
house and relieved the town from taxes for out- 
door relief? The Journal knows it has not. Oa 
the contrary, it is probable that the Town of 
Joliet, taking*the bad years with the good, has 
lost more through the steel-works than it has 
made from them. 

The prostration of the iron and steel indus- 
tries in this country is directly due to the ex- 
orbitaut tariff and the monopolies created 
thereby. The result of excluding foreign sup- 
plies of steel rails was to raise prices and arti- 
ficially to stimulate production. The members 
of the steel pool in many cases doubled tneir 
plants, and while the new works were being 
built ran up prices so bign that English raiis 
were imported in large quantities and sold at a 
profit. The members of the pool overdid the 
thing. They produced more rails than the home 
market could take at their prices, and as they 
had deliberately shut themselves off from their 
natural foreign markets—Mexico, for exam- 
pie—a glut ensued in this country. The price of 
rails steadily tended downward, and they are 
now made by some of the Pennsyivania mille 
for $42 per ton, which is tess than 
the Joliet mills can make them for. It 
has been a game of dog-eat-dog, and the 
big dog has gotten away witb the little one. 
Of course, the workmen have to stand the loss. 
There have been no failures of stockholders in 
iron and steel mills. We have not heard of any 
great destitution prevailing among them. It is 
only the workmen in the milis and furnaces who 
are besieging the county agents for relief. 

The Journal seems to intimate, but does not 
directly assert, that “the distress at Joliet is 
caused by the tariff agitation. But has not the 
Journal itself said, do not the Tariff Commis- 
sioners say, that “a substantial reduction of 
duties is imperatively demanded? The reduc- 
tion proposed in the case of steel rails is only 
from $28 to $18 per ton, or from 100 to 75 
per cent. The rate would be prohibitory in 
either case. English rails cost $28 per ton. 
They cannot be laid down in this country for 
less than $35 per ton; add the tariff of $18, and 
the first cost to consumers is brought up to $51. 
But. as we have already stated, raile are now 
being made in Pennsylvania for $42. Here isa 
margin of $9 to work upon, not counting inland 
freights. The fact is that the tariff is enabling 
Eastern manufacturers, who have iron, coal, 
and coke at their own’ doors, to undersell and 
impoverish Western manufacturers, who have 
to bring two or more of their raw materials 
from a distance of 500 miles. The Western 
manufacturers need “ protection” against the 
iron and steel ring of Pennsylvania far more 
than they do against the British manufacturers. 


A Pew months ago liquor licenses in Jollet 
were obtainable at $50 a year, and the numpeér 
of grogshops in the place was 107, although the 
smali license tax was collected only from ninety 
of these “ piaces of business.” Into these rum- 
holes went the hard earnings of three or four 
thousand workmenin the furnaces and rolling- 
mills adjoining that city. Not long ago the 
Democratic Council, with some Republican help, 
concluded to advance the license fee from the 
absurd $50 figure to the more substantial sum 
of $500. The first effect has been to weed out 
forty-seven ot the worst shops. The number of 
licenses now issued is sixty, yielding the City 
Government $30,000 a year instead of the former 
paltry sum of $4,500, being a gain to the tax- 
payers of $25,500, which is no small sum in a 
little city of perhaps 13,000 inhabitants. The 
effect on the survivors of the tax has been saiu- 
tary. They are kept much more orderly and 
decent, and rowdyism, quarreling, fighting, and 
drunkenness are far less frequent than under 
the low-license system. The sixty saloons pow 
doing business are found to be ample for the

A NEw method of generating electricity 
bas been discovered by Dr. Brand of he 
Rochelle. He hasan electro-generative torch 
or candle which yields a current of electricity in 
the act of burning. It is thus described: It is 
prepared by making a paste of coal dust and 
molasses and molding it into 4 stick, which 
serves as the inflammable wick of a candle. This 
rod is thea covered with asbestos in a thin sheet, 
and dipped into fused nitrate of potash until a 
good thick coating of the nitrate adheres. The 
wick being ignited it burns away, and a current 
of electricity is drawn from the candle by wires 
inserted into the nitrate and the coaly wick. It 
is stated that Dr. Brana is experimenting to con- 
struct a fire-piace so that the fuel burning in is 
will develop an electric current sufficient to 
ring electric bells or charge an accumulator ang 
thus give light also. The discovery is as yet ig 
its infancy, but scientific men in Europe think 
it will lead eventually to great results.

Seneca, with the aid of other tugs which 
had been summoned by the firing of minute- 
guns, towed the Henry out. Her rigging, 
however, had taken fire, but the Havemeyer 
succeeded in extinguishing the flames. 
ON THE PIER 
all was excitement, meanwhile. The fire 
had swept down with resistless energy 
among the great quantities of freight piled 
therein, and had destroyed almost the 
entire structure of the freight-house, 
which covered the entire dock. The fire 
department worked diligently,: however, to 
prevent the further spread of the fire, 
knowing that this was the only hupe of 
preventing a general conflagration along 
the water-front. It is impossible to learn at 
this hour the quantity or the value of the 
property destroyed. There was considera- 
ble freight in the company’s warehouse, as 
well as in the hold of the Egypt. 
THE STEAMER ALASKA 
of the Guion Line, which arrived from Liv- 
erpool today, as well as the Nevada, of the 
same line, were thought to be in much dan- 
ger at onetime. They were lying at the pier 
adjoining the Inman Company’s, but the 
wind, fortunately being from the southeast, 
drove the flames beyond the Guion Com- 
pany’s pier. 

AT LAST ACCOUNTS 7

the watchmen on the pier were Thomas

It was, however, full of 
tarred rope and other inflammable articles, 
and it is supposed that the origin of 
the fire was a tobacco-smoker who violated 
the rules and took a quiet whiff at the end of 
the pier, and when he thought he had over- 
staid his time put the pipe with an ember in 
it in the locker.

THE CIRCUS FIRE. 
The Vienna correspondent of the London 
Chronicle gives the following account of the 
circus tire at Berditsheff: “ The performance 
had reached the fifth item in the program, 
some clowns being in the ring, when another 
clown in acting costume rushed in, shouting 
‘Fire!’ At first the people thought this was 
part of the performance, and laughed; but 
immediately afterward the ringmaster 
rushed in and gave the alarm The 
scene of horror that ensued was in- 
descyibable. The audience were so 
closely packed that motion was 
almost impossible. Some in despair flung 
themselves from the galleries, and parents 
unable to save themselves made a desperate 
attempt to save their children by throwing 
them down into the r Some of the 
men, wearing the long coats of the Russian 
Jews, were entangled on spikes and remain- 
ed hanging in the air, while the whole build- 
ing resounded with heartrending cries, In 
the ring, where the clowns had been per- 
forming, there was a carpet, and for a little 
while the children were safe in the centre of 
this: but when the grown-up people in their 
despair began jumping from the dress circle 
and galleries, whole r became one in- 
extricable mass, in which children were 
trampled to death or suffocated before the 
flames reached them. But even this was not 
the worst. The horses soon became un- 
managable and about a dozen of them, 
driven mad with pain and terror, broke into 


the ring, trampl to death the poops 
huddiec together there. All is 
occurred in less time than it 


takes to describe, and in twenty minutes all 
was over—at least half the people who had 
been in the building ~— burned to death 
or suffocated. At the windows and various, 
exits scenes of the most horrible description 
were enacted, some of the strongest, in the 
efforts to extrieate themselves from the 
struggling mass, forcing others weaker than 
themselves into the flames. The fire brigade 
was summoned, but the engine was delayed 
by falling through the ice, and when it ar- 
rived the water in the tanks was frozen. The 
doors of the circus opened inward, and the 
side entrances were nailed up. Efforts were 
begun on Sunday to recover the bodies. At 
the main entrance to the circus lay the 
burned and blackened bodies of a heap 
of victims, their heads fairly outside 
the door, while their bodies were 
held as though in a vise dy those who had 
crushed upon them from behind. Further 
inside the ruins many of the bodies were 
burned to acinder. ‘The total loss of life has 
been ascertained to be 268.”

Rontine Legisiation in Michizcan— 
Charges of Improper Influences tn 
the Senatorial Contest to Be Inves- 


tigated. 
LANSING, Mich., Jan. 31,—[Special.}— 


Among the more important bills introduced 
in the House today was one to increase the 
fees to attorneys when assigned by courts, 
several to amend the liquor laws so as to 
make them less onerous to liquor dealers, 
and one by Mr. Devlin to amend the prison 
laws by doing away with the contract sys- 
tem. In the Senate today a strong petition 
was introduced calling for an investigation 
of the State Asylum for the Deaf and Dumb 
at Flint. It is alleged the managers have 
sent out pupils sick of contagious diseases 
without warning of the nature of the dis- 
eases, and thereby many deaths have result- 
ed. The Judiciary Committee reported ad- 
versely on the bill vo authorize suits against 
railroads in certain cases, and it was laid on 
the table, The bill to provide for an addi- 
tional Assistant Prosecuting-Attorney of. 
Wayne County was indefinitly postponed, A 
joint resolution was introduced asking for 
female suffrage. 

The vote for Senator to-day stood with the 
ballots substantially as heretofore, Ferry 
and Stout each 49 on the first ballot and 45 on 
the second. The other votes were scattering 
about as usual. The newest developments 
in Senatorial matters were brought about by 
an editorial in last night’s Evening News 
charging that members had been approached 
and their influence sought to be obtained for 
Ferry by promises of positions. Harkness 
introduced a resolution this morning calling 
for an investigauon. The House passed it 
and it is now awaiting.action in the Senate. 


Gov. Kinkead, of Nevada, on the Cen- 
tral Pacific Monopoly. 

CARSON CITY, Nev., Jan. 30.—[Special Cor- 
respondence.}—In his second biennial mes- 
sage, Gov. John II. Kinkead takes rather 
strong grounds on the railroad question, and 
devotes himself with becoming energy to the 
tyrannical monopoly of the Central Pacific 
Railroad. On this subject the Executive 


speaks his mind as follows: 

Lam not unaware that the power inurmg to a 
practical monopoly of the „ trade ma 
be and often is used tyrannicaily, to the detri- 
ment and. iu some cases, absorpdon and ex- 
tinction of legitimate industries and the op- 
pression of, instead of benetit to, helpless com- 
munities. Of this we have, in one railroad at 
least traversing this State, ample and exasper- 
ating proof. The discriminations of the Central 
Pacitic Railroad Company against Nevada con- 
tinue unchanged and unabated. We are the 
victims of an injustice in the matter of trans- 
portation charges by this railroad company 
which is well-nigh intolerable. The energies of 
our people have been fettered, the growth of the 
State retarded, and the development of its re- 
sources hampered by the outrageous exacuons 
im upon us by this corporauon. Thus far 
appeals to the merciless autocracy directing its 
policy have been without effect. Neither have 
the oft-repeated memoriais sent to the National 
Congress proved thus far effectual. We are 
bound hand and foot; our industries languisb, 
and the State, which should be prosperous, is 
struggling on the verge of retrogression. In 
other States and Territories concessions and re- 
ductions in transportation rates have been made 
by railroad eorporationg to meet the public de- 
mand. in some, such concessions have been 
compelled; in others, policy bas dictated fair 
treatment. In Nevada, neither justice nor 


policy bas given relief. I commend this mat- 


‘terto your eurnest consideration. 


In another respect the people of Nevada are 
unjustiy dealt with by this corporation. The 
grants of iand to the Central Pacitic Railroad 
Company by the United States Government ag- 
gregute about 8,000,000 acres. Less than 1,000,000 
acres have been patented to that company. A 
very large portion of this grant lies within the 
boundaries of our State. The road has been 
completed for over twelve years. The failure 
of the company to obtain patents tor these lands 
is a serious injustice to our people. Until the 
legal title is vested in the compauy the lands are 
not taxabie by the State or any municipality. 
The land grows valuabie by the settlements 
around and upon portions sold by the company 
without contributing to the support of the State 
whereio it is situate. lu other words, 
using the language of the Honorable See- 
retary of the interior ia his report 
for the year 1882: All the burdens of maintain- 
ing the local civil establishments of the couatry 
are thrown upon the legal Owners of a moiety of 
the lands embraced withiu the limits of railroad 
grants, while the equitable owners of the other 
half are exempt from such burdegs, although 
receiving the resuitant benems.“ It is only 
right that the Central Pacitic Railroad Company 
sbould pertect title to the lands granted to it py 
Congress, thus rendering them subject to taxa- 
tion by the State, or forfeit its equitabie right 
thereto. I strongiy urge the propriety of 
memoriaiizing Congress upon this — thus 
adding the weight of the State's indorsement to 
the recommendation of the Honorable Secretary 
of the {nterior. 


HKoutine News and Legislation in In- 
diana. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jan. 31.—[{Special.}— 
On the authority of Democratic Senators it 
is said that the Committee of Elections will 
report—that is, the majority will—in favor of 
unseating Overstreet and placing Jolinson in 
his stead. The attorneys for Johnson claim 
that they have shown in the investigation be- 
fore the committee that money was promised 
and paid for the withdrawal of the Green- 
back candidate, and that 850 of it was traced 
to Overstreet. Party necessity is at the bot- 
tom of this scheme. By seating Mr. Johnson 
the Democrats gain a vote that will be of 
value in 1885, when a Senator is to be elected. 

Senator Willard was compelled to admit 
today that his pair on the constitutional 
amendment vote was simply a subterfuge to 
avoid taking a stand upon the issue. His at- 
tention was called by Senator Bundy to the 
fact that he had not observed his pair in a 
party vote given the very next day (yester- 
day) upon the executive appointments. He 
then stated that the pair only referred to the 
votes on the amendments, which was taken 
on Monday, It is said to be capable of proof 
that Senator Willard himself sought the pair 
and he telegraphed a request that Senator 
Hostetter should regard him as paired upon 
that question. The natural inference 
is that this action was taken at 
the suggestion of the leaders, in or- 
der that there might be a tie 
vote and the question be decided by 
the casting vote ot the Lieutenant-Governor. 
The idea was to saddle him with the respon- 
sibility of deciding the fate of the amend- 
ments, but Senator Gauche’s unexpected 
action spoiled a very nice Democratic trick. 
The House is still spouting away on the dead 
and gone amendments, but the Senate got 
down to business today and passed a number 
of bills. The most important one was Mr. 
Ristine’s, authorizing connties to issue an 
indebtedness of 1*¢ per cent of the total 
taxable value ot real and personal 
property for the construction of 
free gravel roads. This is in 
addition to the $100,000 allowed every county 
for this a under the present law. Mr. 
Brown’s bill reorganizing the benevolent in- 
stitutions by taking the power to appoint the 
trustees out of the Governor’s hands and 
vesting it in the caucus passed the Senate, re- 
ceiving twenty-seven Democratic votes. Sen- 
ator Magee, of Cass, alone of the Democrats 
voted against it.

PUBLIC LANDS. 

The forthcoming report of the Land Com- 
missioners in response to legislative inquiry 
will show that during the last two years the 
bulk of State lands disposed of fell into the 
hands of about thirty professional land spec- 
ulators. This will probably quiet the scru- 
ples of those who are averse to raising the 
price on account of placing obstacles in the 
way of immigration. ‘The ount sold to 
actual settiers is comparatively small, Com- 
petent authorities report that a considerable 
portion of the 1,000,000 acres still in the rands 
of the State is good pine laud or fertile 
meadow. ; 

EDUCATIONAL. 

The annual report of the State Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction will show that 
the number of persons in Wisconsin between 
7 and 15 years of age was, at the close of the 
fiscal year, 257,429, of which number 87 per 
cent attended school an average of 73 days 
each. There are 5,808 school-houses in the 
State, employing 7,09 teachers. The num- 
ber of volumes in school-district libraries is 
25,266, valued at $22,257. The total amount 

aid for public schools during the year was 

2,378,906, of which $1,457,348 was for teach- 
ers’ wages. There are 121 high-schools in 
tha State. The State University cost $92,736 ; 
the Normal schools, 570,602; the common 
and high schools, $2,152,807. 


Butler’s Recommendations in Massa- 
chusetts Rejected. 

Boston, Mass., Jan. 31.—[Special.]—The 
State Senate today rejected Gov. Butler's 
recommendations that election-day be made 
a legal holiday, that liquor saloons be closed, 
and that cities have the elections on the day 
of the State election. The Democrats were 
all in tavor of the plan on the ground of the 
opportunities it gave the workingmen, 
the ‘educating iniluence of the holiday, 

the increased popular vote 
they thought would result 
from it. The epublicans, with two 
exceptions, opposed it, as taking away from 
the workingmen the opportunity of earning 
their day’s pay, and being a piece of legisla- 
tion not at all required by existing ¢ircum- 
stances or by public opinion.

MonTaomery, Ala., Jan. 31.—|Special.]— 
State Treasurer Vincent, according to a re- 
port of ¢he Legislative Committee, is short 
$227,000. They notifed him Monday that 
they would examine his books yesterday. 
Monday night he left the city. Tuesday 
morning his non-appearance at the Capitol 
was noted, though it was supposed he was at 
home, About 3 o’clock his wife delivered to 
his clerk a letter written by Vincent Monday 
night, saying he was gong to New York to 
get money to straighten up. When she de- 
livered the letter she also delivered $15,000 
which he handed to her to give to the clerk. 
They were proceeds of checks which he col- 
lected Mondav. The amount left in the 
Treasury is $152,000, 

A MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 

The Governor sent to the Legislature the 


following message: 

To the Senate and House of Representatives: It 
becomes my paintul and mortifying duty to in- 
form you that Isaac H. Vincent, the Treasurer 
of this State, is short in bis accounts and bas 
left the city. This fact was made known by 
Vincent in the following note to A. D. Crawford, 
a clerk in his office, dated the 29th inst., which 
was received by Crawford on the afternoon of 
the 30th inst. and was communicated to me at 
8:30 p. m. of that day. 

“SraTs OF ALABAMA, TREASURY ‘ DEPART- 
MENT, MONTGOMERY, Jan. 24, 1883.—Dean CRaw- 
FORD: 1 tind this evening that my money is not 
here; neither bas it been paid over to the 
Importers’ & Traders’ Bank, as promised. lleave 
for New York to straighten the whole matter. 
I have, perhaps, waited too long, and will be 
censured, but | bave no idea of running away, 
I wish you would assist the committee, and. 
after the balance is ascertained, then weit a 
day, and telegraph me, care Fred Wolffe, New 
York. If anything nappens me, I wish to state 
emphatically and positively that being behind 
ja my cash is my own fault, and that you have 


had vothing to do with it. Your friend, 
IJ. H. Vincent.” 

The amount of Vincent’s defalcation can only 
be ascertained after a careful examination of 
the Treasurer's books and a careful count of the 
money in the Treasury, but a burried and par- 
tial investigation indicates that it is wore than 
$200,000.% It is not known by what train or in 
what direction Vincent left Montgomery. 
Means have been adopted to intercept and de- 
tain dim if possible. It is believed that the 
State is largely secured against ultimate loss,

OFFICIAL INVESTIGATION. 

Last night the committee, the Governor, 
and Attorney-General proceeded to an in- 
vestigation of the matter. They called be- 
fore them a number of the bank cashiers in 
the city and examined them as to the private 
bank transactions of Mr. Vincent for the last 
few years. The fact was developed that 
from time to time Mr. Vincent had bought 
large amounts of exchange on New York, 
the drafts being to a great extentdrawn in 
favor of Mr. Fred Wolffe. At Mr. Wolffe’s 
bank alone $119,000 of exchange had been 
bought. From all the facts there is no doubt 
nearly the — umount went to cover real 
or supposed losses in cotton futures, or was 
loaned to some one in New York. 

BIOGRAPHICAL. 

Vincent was at one time Gov. Houston’s 
private secretary, and from that position was 
elected State Treasurer in 1878. Ille was re- 
elected in 1880, and again in 1882. He took 
the oath of office of his third term Nov. 20 
last. He had thus been time and again hon- 
ored by his people, and up to this day they 
had never seen reason to repent the large 
mare of confidence they had given him. Ile 
was regarded asa man of moderate, ability 
butof unimpeachable integrity. His sterling 
honesty was his strong point. He is about 
40 years old, of medium hight, has a full 
beard, a rather pleasing countenance, and a 
scar on his forehead—a mark left there by 
the War, in which he was a brave soldier. 

HOW THE MONEY WENT. 

For several years Mr. Vincent has lived 
in a style of luxury entirely beyond the ca- 
pacity of his salary, and the general opinion 
has been that he had money outside. It was 
currently believed in certain circles that his 
money was made by lucky speculations in 
cotton futures, but no ‘one seemed to sus- 
pion that he had used the State’s money in 
making his deals. Only those with whom 
his transactions were had knew that he had 
met with heavy lesses and covered them 
promptly. Some months ago he pur- 
chased a house of modest pretensions 
in appearance and cost, and it was reported 
that he would pay for it in installments. He 
furnished it handsomely, however, and has 
spentunoney freely in the way of good liv- 
ing. He has kepta carriage and a pair of 
horses. It seems that in his first deals in cot- 
ton futures he was fortunate, and this gave 
ground for the bélief that he was not depend- 
ent on his $2,100income, But his early suc- 
cesses only whetted his appetite, and he went 
on from bad to worse, until the announce- 
ment of the examining committee showed 
him that at the next jump he would hit bot- 
tom, and sa he left. 

Mr. Vincent has a wife and two children. 

It is impossible to tell in what direction 
Treasurer Vincent left Monday night. The 
ticket-agent does not know him, and none of 
the conductors on Monday night’s train reec- 
oghized him. 

VINCENT’S PARTING WITH ms FAMILY— 
HIS BONDS—RUMORS. 

At this hour (11 p. m.) nothing has been 
heard of Treasurer Vincent. Monday night 
he bade his family good-by, as if going on a 
day’s journey. Ile told his wife he would 
be in New York Wednesday night and tele- 
graph her. She has not heard from him. 

Vincent filed two new bonds in the last 
two weeks, both of which were disapproved 
by the Governor. At this hour the default is 
estimated at $215,000, and the cash in the 
Treasury is found to be about $165,000, It is 
now positively stated that none of the money 
was taken since September last. 

Republicans here say they are sorry at the 
State’s loss, but, as Vincent has given them 
a maul, they propose to use it. 

A strong undercurrent of sympathy is set- 
ting in Vincent's favor. Ille was a man who 
caught a strong hold on his friends. No- 
body saw him Monday night except the 
driver who carried him to the depot. A 
rumor is current that he took the dirt road. 

All sorts of rumors are abroad as to Vin- 
cent’s extravagance, in which diamonds, 
silverware, and cut-glass figure largely. 

The defalcation is said to dispose of the 
bill to extend State aid to five strangulated 
counties which are under mandamus to pay 


their railroad debts. 

As yet no suspicion has attached to any 
one in Alabama. His confederates, if he 
had any, were in New York, as all his drafts 
were payable there. His books are right, 
but the cash is missing. 

MontTaomery, Ala., Jan. 31.— Vincent, by 
the statement of a witness ore the com- 
mittee, lost over $100,000 in cotton through 
one house—Fred Wolffe—and some through 
others. It is surmised that he may have 
loaned some. The Governor has taken 
charge of the keys of the Treasury. The

Mr. Manning further stated that as a 
broker he had handled a great many Ala- 
bama bonds, which usually commanded good 
prices. He did not think that the reported 
defieit in the Treasury of that State would in- 
ure the standing of the bonds. fle sold a 
ot of Alabama bonds today for 8634, which 
he claimed was a good price. According to 
the latest stock quotations the prices of Ala- 
bama securities fell three cents during the 
afternoon after the alleged defalcation of 
Treasurer Vincent became known. 

ONE EFFECT OF THE DEFALCATION. 

Mr. Manning said that if Mr. Vincent had 
used a large part of the money in the Ala- 
bama State Treasury the recent coinpromise 
entered into between the State and the cred- 
itors of five defaulting counties might 

more or ess atfectecl. The 
State, through a lawfully authorized 
Commissioner, agreed to compromise and 
settle the indebtedness of the Counties of 
Chambers, Randolph, Lee, Tallapoosa, and 
Pickens, arising from bonds issued by said 
counties in payment of stock subscribed to 
the capital stock of railroad companies. 
There were about $1,500,000 of these uncol- 
lected county bonds, and the State agreed to 
settle with the emery who are mostly in 
this city, on a basis of 19 cents on the dollar. 
According to the last annual message of 
the Governor of Alabama, there was 
a balance of $471,472 in the State 
Treasury at the close of the fiscal year last 
November. Since then the January coupons 
had been paid. It is said that about O per 
cent of the bonds of Alabama are held by 
the people of that State. 

ALABAMA’S FISCAL AGENT. 

The Importers’ & Traders Bank has been 
for several years the fiscal agent of the State 
of Alabamain this cityfor the payment of 
the interest on the State debt. The coupons 
last due were payable Jan. 1, and the bank 
received from the Treasurer the necessary 
funds with which to pay them. E. II. Per- 
kins Jr., President of the bank, said today: 

“The bank’s connection with the State as 
its Treasurer was very simple. The Treas- 
urer sent money here to pay the interest on 
the State debt, of course we paid it as 
the coupons were presented. Our account 
with the State is about even, I think, for the 
most of the January interest has been paid. 
I have met Mr. Vincent, but my acquaintance 
with him was very slight. In his 
conduct and appearance there was nothing 
that gave me the impresion that he 
might prove to be a dishonest man. 
I knew very little about him, however, and 
do not Know whether he had any intimate 
friendsin this city. He certainly never bor- 
rowed any money from the bank on his per- 
sonal account, and never suggested to me 
anything of the kind. The bank will lose 
nothing byhim. I sometimes have wondered 
where he kept the State’s money, for beyond 
that required for the garment of interest I 
never saw any of it. But it did not oceur to 
me that he was using it for his own pur- 
poses. 

Mr. Frederick Wolffe, banker, at William 
street and Exchange plate, who formerly re- 
sided in Montgomery, Ala., said that he 
knew Mr. Vincent quite well, but did not 
know that he had been speculating. He 
was in no sense an extravagant man. 

Among the cotton-merchants in this city 
nothing could be learned about the reported 
losses of Mr. Vincent in cotton speculations. 


POLICE ON THE LOOKOUT. 

The police of this city were furnished to- 
day with a deseription of the defaulting offi- 
cial, and were asked to look out for him. 
Detectives from headquarters visited all of 
the hotels in the city during the evening, but 
could get no clew to his presence. 

THE STORY AS TOLD AT ATLANTA, GA. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Jan. 
private telegram from Montgomery, Ala., 
announces another financial victory’ for 
Democratic State Treasurers. This time it 
is Ike II. Vincent. State Treasurer of Ala- 
bama, who has left for parts unknown with 
about $250,000 belonging to that State and in- 
trusted to his keeping. Vincent’s official 
bond and books are missing, and close search 
so far has failed to discover them. This was 
Vinceat’s third term as Treasurer. He has 
been suspected for some days past as be- 
ing behind in his accounts, and learn- 
ing that an investigation was to 
be made departed, — telling no one 
of his going or indicating his 
destination. The bond given by Vincent was 
for 200,000, with W. E. Pratt ana II.

Seven Men Killed and Eighteen 
Wounded by One Avalanche— 
A Locomotive Buried.

DENVER, Colo., Jan. 31.—Last night, about 
three miles from Crested Butte, Gunnison 
County, Colo., occurred one of the most dis- 
astrous snowslides ever known in the Rocky 
Mountain regions. Late in the night thirty 
men employed in the Howard F. Smith an- 
thracite-coal mine were startled from sleep 
by an ominous rumbling noise, and almost 
instantly the avalanche was upon them. The 
building in which they were sleeping was 
crushed to atoms and the human occupants 
hurled down themountain-side. A rescuing 
party started out from Crested Butte as soon 
as the news was received; and, after several 
hours’ indefatigable labor, the men were all 
uncovered. Philip Carmin, Logun Inman, 
Louis Richards, William Moore, Charles 
Betts J. J. Raymond, and one other, name 
unknown, were found dead. Eighteen oth- 
ers were wounded, several fatally. All of 
the company’s extensive machinery was de- 
stroyed. 

AN ENGINE INGULFED. 

A passenger-train yesterday, when within 
six miles of Crested Butte, divided, the en- 
gine going ahead to clear the track. When 
about four miles from where it left the 
coaches the ey was struck by a snow- 
slide, ditched, and Is now under about twen- 
ty feet of snow. A»swrecking engine which 
left this morning could not get nearer than 
two miles of the coaches, and returned to- 
night for provisions for the starving pas- 
sengers. 


BEER MEASURE. 


It Ie Too Liberal for Use in Importa- 
tlons— A Decision. 

Ros rox. Mass., Jan. 31.—[Speclal. Judge 
Powell, of the United States Circuit Court, 
gave an important decision today regarding 
the measure of imported liquors. ‘The suit 
was that of Henry T. Nichols, of New York, 
against Alanson W. Beard, former Collector 
of the Port, to recover duties paid under 
protest. Three years ago Nichols imported 
into the Port of Boston from Liverpool a 
quantity of ale and stout otherwise than in 
bottles, 1 6,00 wine galions of 281 
cubic inches each, or 5,300 beer gallons of 282 
cubie inches each. In the invoices and entry 
by the plaintiff the number of gallons was 
given in beer measure. The opinion finds 
that the only gallon of liquid measure au- 
thorized by the Treasury Department and 
distributed to the custom-houses for use is 
the wine gallon, which was adopted as the 
standard of liquid measure by the depart- 
ment 3 — 3 plaintiff relies 
upon e act 0 1 Ist of March 
1879, Sec. 21, 20 statutes, 351, which enacted 
that the word ‘gallon’ whenever used in 
the Internal-Revenue law, relating to beer, 
ale, porter, or other similar fermented 
liquors, shall be held and taken to mean a 
wine gallon, the liquid measure containing

The Grain-Receivers’ Association on A. 
M. Wright and the Corn Inspection. 
A special meeting of the Grain-Receivers’ 

Association, for the purpose of receiving the 

report of the committee appointed to confer 

with Railway-and-W arehouse-Commissioner 

Bogue with reference to the alleged unfair 

inspection of Kansas corn coming into the 

city, was held yesterday afternoon in the Di- 

rectors’ room of the Board of Trade, Mr. 

George M. How presiding. A quorum of the 

members Of the association was present. 

Mr. W. J. Pope, Chairman of the commit- 


tee, read the following report: 
THE COMMITTER’S REPORT. 

The following is submitted by the eommit- 
tee charged with the duty of advising the 
loca) members ot the Board of Railroad and 
Warehouse Commissioners that it was the 
opinion of the majority of the members of 

our association that the — 2 grain in 

his city, as performed by the State of IIlIi- 
nois uring the previous tew weeks, had, by 
its irregularity and uncertainty, not only in- 
yolved certain owners of the property passed 
upon in severe losses, but had also caused 
such great and general dissatisfaction with 
this market as to divert therefrom large 
quantities of corn grown in territory west of 
the Missouri River and portions south of the 
Ohio River, and now seeking a market. 

The committee did not ask, for they did 
not understand the association to desire, any 
jowering of standards. They asserted, how- 
ever, that it was for the Interests of the orig- 
inal owners of property, and especially of 
coun buyers and grain receivers, 
there should be 

STABILITY IN THE STANDARDS OF INSPEC- 
TION, : 

and that any deviation therefrom, either in 
favor of sellers or — would prove 
detrimental to the interests df both, and they 
insisted that the complaints in this instance 
were the result of such deviation, and stated 
it was the undivided opinion of the com- 
mittee that the complaints referred to were 
Sally justified by the facts in the case. 

The committee found that they were pre- 
ceded in their call on the Commissioner by 
one of your own membefship, who alone op- 
posed the creation of/the committee, and 
who represented that no cause for complaint 

ust the Inspector existed; that the con- 
signors of corn knew it to be unfit to grade 
No. 2; that the complaints of unjust inspec- 
tion originated with short sellers whose 
statements were unworthy of credence. The 
Commissioner, however, seemed aware of 
the fact that although ostensibly a grain re- 
ceiver. the business of the member alluded 
to did not, either in its extent or character, 
Warrant 
THE ASSUMPTION THAT HIS OPINION 
in the premises was superior to that of those 
receivers who-aetually saw and handled the 
great bulk of the corn in question, and whose 
business afforded them better opportunities 
otinformation as to the nature and occasion 
of the complaints, and by whom made, and 
who —— have had an experience sufffi- 
cient to qualify them to judge as to the uni- 
formity and justice of its inspection, so that 
notwithstanding the attempt to prejudice his 
mind against their mission the Commis- 
sioner cordially received the committee, and 
assured them that their request for an early 
investigation into the matter complained of 
would be complied with, and a prompt 
remedy applied to any abuses that might 
discovered. 

The corn regarding which so many com- 
plaints of unjust inspection had been made 
was largely forwarded to the East, and hence 
beyond the examination of the Commission- 
er, who was, therefore, in his investigations 
obliged to depend largely upon the state 
ments Of those performing thé inspection 
service. and who most naturally disclaimed 
any irreguiarity in their work. From such 
' statements, 

AND FROM THE OBSERVATION 
that he could give the grading of grain at the 
time of his visit to the railroad yards subse- 
quent to the interview with this committee, 
the Commissionér must have based his un- 
satisfactory report to the Legislature. On 
his return from Springfield the Commission- 
er pursued his efforts to detect and correct 
inaccurdties and ir larities in the busi- 
ness of inspecting and your committee 
believe that his investigations and instruc- 
8 1 already resulted in a change for 


er. 
While the committee feel warranted in en- 
the expectation of an improvement 
in the inspection of the higher grades of corn 
over which was obtained in the early 
part of this month, they would recommend 
brethren in the receiving business to 
caution consignors not to calculate upon an

In cohclusion the committee deem it proper 
to state their conviction that those in charge

The Bucket-Shop Cases. 

A new move was made in the bucket-shop 
cases yesterday, which will probably result 
in bringing them under the jurisdiction of 
the Federal Courts. Yesterday morning 
Judge Lawrence on behalf of the Board of 


Trade appeared before Judge Moran and 
asked leave to file petitions for removal to 
the United States Circuit Court of the eight 
bucket-shop cases of the Metropolitan, the 
Cosmopolitan, and the Public Grain & 
Provision Exchanges, of J. A. Murphy & 
Co., A. W. Hester, J. M. Bryant, Frank G. 
Waters, and H. B. Peabody against the Mut- 
ual Union Telegraph Company and the 
Board of Trade. The ground on which the 
removal was asked was that the Mut- 
ual Union Telegraph Company was a 
non-resident of Illinois, and the con- 
troversy was between a resident 
and non-resident. The necessary bonds 
were filed, and the Judge was asked to ap- 
prove them, so that the cases could be re- 
moved at once. 

Messrs. Swett, Jenks, and Holden & Ter- 
hune appeared for the bucket-shop men, and 
objected tu the summary removal, and asked 
for time in which to argue the question. 
After some talk it was agreed to hear argu- 
ments on the motions next Monday. Four 
of these cases, those of Hester, Murphy, 
Bryant, and Peabody, were on Judge Tuley’s 
docket, and Judge Moran deciined to ap- 
prove the bonds in those cases.

THE NEWHALL HOUSE. 


Testimony Before the Coroner’s Jury 
in Regard to the Condition of the 
Building. 

MILWAUKEE, Jan. 81.—The testimony in 
today’s inquest proceedings was mostly in 
regard to the condition of the building. C. 
P. Foster, Commissioner of Public Works, 
considered the hotel one of the safest in case 
of fire of panic—not more dangerous than 
the Grand Pacific, the Sherman, or the Tre- 
mont, in Chicago. This testimony was cor- 
roborated by Henry Bruestrin, a practical 
builder, and E. Townsend Mix, architect. 
C. D. Nash, President of the Newhall As- 
sociation, then occupied the stand the rest of 
the day. He had cotton or linen duck hose 
on every floor sufficient to deluge every 
room in the hotel. He had 200 
pails in various places constantly tilled 
with water, connected the hotel with the 
adjoining bank building, and abolished the 
dark room over the boiler as dangerous, 
Witness denied Frackelton’s statement in 
regard to the bridge to the roof of the latter’s 
buiiding. Frackeiton had refused to consent 
to an iron as well as a wooden bridge. Wit 
ness said he never applied to local agents 
for insurance, but was often solicited. He 
got insurance for 144 per cent in the Globe of 
Cincinnati. Witness gave it as his opinion 
that the fire was incendiary, and left room 
for the inference that Scheller was the party. 
He at first refused to give information on the 
latter point, but being pressed said: “ Well, 
sir, I have no confidence in a drunkard, a 
gambler, or a man who goes home at 4 
o’cloek in the. morning and cannot give a 
satisfactory account of himself.” The inquest 
will close tomorrow. *

Action of the National Association on 
the Subject of Patent Laws and Other 
Matters. 

CLEVELAND, O., Jan. 31.—[Special.}—The 
Millers’ National Association began its ses- 
sion this morning, with representatives pres- 
ent from quite a number of States.

The Battle of Shiloh, 

Curcaao, Jan, 60. -[ Editor of The Tribune 
It seems from Tur Taisvunwe that Gen. A. FP. 
Hovey now pitches into the Sbdiloh fight as a 
volunteer reinforcement to Gen. Lew Wallace; 
and it further appears from your editorial criti- 
cism of Gen. Hovey’s paper that he would 
bave been wiser bad he kept out of the contro- 
versy. Itappears that the reason why Gen. 
Wallace didn’t bring up his division until the 
tight was over was that he couldn't have done 
so without hurting somebody; there was great 
danger if he did so of “striking the ehemy in 
the rear.” THe Tae most unkindly in- 
quires, * Then why didn’t he strike the enemy in 
the rear? A blunt question, that never will be 
answered. All through that bioody Sabbath-day 
we were asking one another, “Why doesn't Wal- 
lace strike them in the rear?” Twenty-one 
years bave almost gone and the question is not 
answered yet. 

Gen. Hovey testifies that Gen. N was a 
“true, brave soldier and a patriot,” Dut this 
evades the point in controversy; the question 
is not whether Wallace was a brave soldier, but 
was he a brave General?—a most important dif- 
ference.

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GOING TO DAKOTA. 


A Big Crowd Getting Ready at Bloom- 
ington, III. 

[Bioomington Pantagraph.] — Saturday 
afternoon a number of McLean County peo- 
ple who will emigrate to the New North- 
west” in the spring, held a meeting at the 
office of W. B. Carlock, Esq., for the purpose 
of making arrangements to emigrate. Mr. 
Franklin Henderson was chosen President 
and J, H. Arbuckle Secretary. W. B. Car- 
lock briefly stated that the object of the 
meeting was to take into consideration the 
passenger and freight rates to the North- 
west, and particularly Dakota, and to 
settle that matter with the agents of the 
railroads who were present. 3 
Hatch, of Towanda, and others made 
remarks, as also did some of the railroad offi- 
ciais. There were present representing the rail 
road companies Mr. George L. Harrison, Chica- 
go, Traveling Agent of the Chicago & North- 
western Railway Company; Mr. John M. Oates, 
General Agent of the Chicago & Alton Railroad 
Company; and Mr. J. T. Burns, Ticket-Agent of 
the same company, of this city. The Secretary 
made up a list of those who were going, and, on 
motion, the names were called to ascertain how 
many cars were desired from Bloomington and 
number of passengers going, and on the call 
each one signified the time he desired to leave. 
The responses showed that by far the larger 
number present desire to go about March I. 
The remainder are determined to pull out about 
April 1, while a few will go as early&s the middie 
of February. 

The first train will move about March 1, with 
thirty or more cars of freight and enough pas- 
senger coaches attached to accommodate alli 
going, The second train leaves about April 1, 
and will be of good size, but not so large proba- 
biy as the first. While the few scattering emi- 
grants will move without any regularity, good 
coaches will be attached to the trains: but 
passengers are not compelled to go along with 
the freight-trains. One man will be passed free 
witb each freight-car where there is an average 
of two articles of live etock for one owner—that 
is to say, six horses and three cows would entitie 
the owner to havs three men passed with the 
train free; but live stock may all be in one car, 
and any number of live stock in a car entities 
the owner for one free pass forthe car. Where 
there is no live stock owner of freight is denied 
this privilege.
